Onger in the ſayde tyme haue dyed,not only without confeſſion and 
counſayle of th. ir Curate, but alſo without adminiſtration of the 
holp Sacramentes, and other rytes of the holy Churche, to the great 
peryl and danger or their ſoules, to the great greefes and ſoꝛo we of 
your ſayde humble ſubtectes, and to the great diſeaſe and dilcommo⸗ 
ditie of them, and thetr ſucceſſours, Jnhabitants, and Pariſhtoners 
there intxme to come, vnleſle by your grace, and this hygh courte of 
parliament, remedie may be pꝛouided in that behalfe, The pꝛemiſſeg 
therefozeconſpdered, and koꝛ as muche as the perſonage ot Onger, 
whereof the ſaide noylltam Moꝛys was Parichioner, was befoze the 
ſayde vnion wooꝛth ten pounde perelp, lo long as the ſayde noylliam 
dyd truely and fully pay his tythes, and that the inhabitantes onelp 
ol Onger afozeſayde, without the apde oz contribution of the Inha⸗ 
bitantesof Greneſtede afozeſapd,be, and ſhalbe (God wyllyng) able, 
and wyllyng. wel and ſufficiently to repayze and mainteyne the ſayd 
Church and perſonage of Onger, with neceſſary reparations and oꝛ⸗ 
namentes, meete foz the ſame pariſhe Churche of Onger, and lyke- 
wyle the Jnhabitantes of Greneſtede, without apde and contributi⸗ 
on of the Inhabitantes of Onger afozeſapd, (the benifice of Grene- 
ſtede being of the perelp value of twentte markes,) are able and wyl⸗

Ind that the ſtate of the late Churche of Onger, the Chauncel, 
Churchyard, and the place a houſe whiche was the Church, Chaun⸗ 
cel, and Churchrarde in the ſayde towne of Chippyng Dnger,other- 
wyſe called Caſtle Onger. may be, and ſhalbe from hencefoozth foz 
euer, the pariſhe Church, Chauncel,and Churchyarde,to al and ſin⸗ 
guler the inhabitantes and reſiantes of the tayd to wne of Chypping 
Dnger, and that the inhabitantes of the ſame of Onger (halve al- 
wapes hereafter accepted, reputed,and taken,and be pariſhioners to 
the ſayde Churche of Onger,and be, and ſhalbe diſcharged of any furs 
ther reloꝛt, repapꝛe, 02 charge to the ſayde Churche of Greneſtede, in 
lpke maner and fourme,as it was accuſtomed and vſed befoze the ſata 
late acte of parliament : and that alwayes a conuenient anda meete 
perſon ſhalbe fromhencefoozth pzeſented and pzeſentable, at euery a⸗ 
yoydance of the ſayde Churche ol Onger tothe Byſhop of London, 
and to his ſucceſſours, oꝛdinaries of the ſayde Churche of Onger, by 
the onely name ofthe parſon of the pariſh Churche ol Onger, in line 
maner and fourme , as other perſons of the ſapd pariſhe haue befoze 
the makyng of the ſayde acte benne accuſtomed and vſed to be pꝛeſen⸗ 
ted by the oꝛder and courſe of the common lawesof this realme, and 
thateuery parſon oz curate foz the tyme beyng of the ſayde Churhe of 
Onger, ſhall from hencefoozth be charged with the cure of the pari⸗

And that che Byſhop, Oꝛdinarie, oꝛ Oxdinartes, and their ſucceſ⸗ 
ſours of the place where the layde ſcite oz Churche ol Onger nowe 
ſtandeth. oꝛ dyd late ſtande, ſhal haue the inſtitution and induction of 
all and euerye ſuche perſon and perſons, as ſhalbe pꝛeſented vnto 
them at all tymes hereafter by the lawfull patrones of the ſapde 
Churche of Onger, and in defaulte thereof, to make collation to the 
ſayde Churche, accozdpng vnto the ancient vlage and cuſtome of 
this realme of Englande in that behalte heretofoze vſed, and that 
the parſon of the fayde Churche ol Onger, and his ſucceſſours, and 
eueryot them. ſhal from hencefoozth haue, percepue, and take al ma;

ndaſſoorte other arte waythenandchere made, eonching the buys

teyned. were there reuiued and continued, to ſtand in they? fozce and 
ſtrength vntyl the laſt day ol the next parliament. 

And where alſo at the ſeſſion of a parliament, holden by pꝛoꝛogati⸗ 
on at Meſtminſter, the. xxiui.day of October, in the fy2lte pere of the 
raigne of our moſte gratious Soueraigne Lady the Queene, and 
there continued and kept vntyl the diſſolution thereof, one acte was 
there made and eſtabliſhed agaynſt vnlawfull and rebellious aſſem- 
blieg, to endure to the ende ol the next parliament, as by the ſame act 
moꝛe playnly doth and may appeare. And where alſo at the ſame ſef- 
ſion of parliament laſt befoze mentioned, all and ſinguler the actes as 
boue mentioned, and befoze that tyme continued at ſundzy parlia⸗ 
mentes as is afozeſayde, and all clauſes, articles, and pꝛouiſions in 
them, and euer of them conteyned, were there reuiued and continu⸗ 
ed to ſtande in they; koꝛce and ſtrength, vnto the laſte day of the next 
paxliament. 1 

And fozaſmuch as al and ſinguler the ſayde ſeuerall actes aboue 
mentioned, be good and beneficiall foz the common wealth of this 
realme, be it therefoze enacted,ozdeyned, a eſtabliſhed by the Queene 
our Soueraigne Lady, with the allent ofthe Loꝛdes ſpirituall and 
tempoꝛall, and the commons of this pzeſent parliament aſſembled, 
and by the auctho:itie ofthe ſame, that all and ſinguler the ſayd ſeue⸗ 
rall actes and eſtatutes aboue mentioned and rehearſed , and euery 
of them, and all claules, articles, and pꝛouiſions in them, and euery of 
them conteyned,ſhalbe reuiued, continued, ſtand, and endure in their 
kozce and ſtrength. to all intentes, conſtructions, and purpoſes, and 
— obſerued and kept in all thynges vntyl the laſt day ol the next
